Federal Supreme Courk

Washington, January 9.—The suprertne 
court of the United States today held 
as vyoild the Georgia law making the 
initial carrier Hable in cases of dam- 
ages in freight shipments even though 
it occurs outside the state. The opinion 
was delivereg by Justice Peckham, in tha 
case of the Central of Georgia Railroad 
Company Murphy. The damage ai-

' Invisible Hinge. 


An entirely new form of door hinge 
has\recently been placed on the market 
which is said to have a number of ad- 
vantages to recommend it for all kinds 
of uses. Besides making a very neat ap- 
pearance, it is particularly desirable 
where there is but Iittle room, such as@ 
in Pullman cars and similarly crowded 
apartments and hallways. 
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INVISIBLE DOOR HINGB. 


The hinge consists of three piecem 
When closed the inside and cetiter pieces 
engage and pass into the outside piece, 
thus concealing the entire hinge. It is 
unnecessary to take the hinges apart 
when mounting. For use in railroad cars 
or any situation where space is an im- 
portant consideration no room is need- 
lessly wasted whén the door ig open, as 
must occur with the ordinary bronze 
butts having an offset varying with the 
size of the butt. 
lf conditiong require frequent removal 
of doors, as, for instance, those on Py})- 
man cars, which are cleaned after every 
trip, it is Only necessary to loosen, but 
not remove, a small Set ‘screw in the 
center plece of the hinge and pass or 
slip the center plece farther over in its 
regular channel into the half of hinge 
attached to the door, which will instan 
ly unceuple and release the two prin vel 
pal parts, leaving each securely screwed 
to eye or door.

President Felder’s Speech. 

When the college was again 
order President Felder made a brief 
speech, which he began by thanking the 
members for the honor eonferred upon 
him. After a reference to the duties 
before the electoral college, he said: 

“We of the south had fondly cherisned

the end of all bitterness and sectional- 
ism engendered by the civil revolution, 
with honesty, economy and, above all, 
full and equai justice in the adminis- 
tration of the federal government. 50 
that the people of the whole. country 
earnestly advocating peace and _ recon- 
efliation and looking to the constitution 
as a guarantee of our liberty and the 
safeguard of every citizen, would realize 
to the fullest extent that the ‘stars of 
our political system, like those in the 
blue firmament above us differ from 
each other only in glory.’ 

“Instead of our hopes realized, we find 
ourselves at the'end of these forty years 
treated as aliens and not as citizens—the 
objects of fanatical hate, “venom and 
malice of our former foes who suould 
by every token, be our friends. We 
are still denied participation in the ad- 
ministration of the government, the 
cradle of which was rdo"ked by southern 
valor and southern chivalry—the growth 
of which to the magnificent proportions 
of a giant among nations was made pos- 
sible by southern sacrifice and southern 
‘heroism. Northern republicanism, in 
reckless disregard of the rights of our 
people, have placed the former slaves 
over their masters—ignorance over in- 
felligence—by filling the federal onices 
ef the south with negroes who possess 
neither the character or intelligence 
necessary to the proper discharge of the 
duties devolving upon th-m. 

“We are forced to the’ conclusion that 
the appointing power, in 
megroes in high places, is actuated by 
the sole. purpose and motive of degrad- 
ing and humiliating a proud and patriotic 
people, for be it remembered that the 
negro appofMtnients to federal offices 
are confined to the territory known as 
the ‘solid south,’ where their votes and 
influence contribute nothing to repubii- 
can success. White in the elose and 
doubtful states of the north where re- 
publican victories are impossible with- 
-out the negro vote and where the negro, 
by reason of this fact. is entitled to 
recognition—and where we are entirely 
willing that he should receive it—he Is 
eompletely ignored, and for the obvious
